So with scarcely any greater purpose 
than package delivery and social calls and 
shop publicity, I purchased the car, a half 
ton Ford truck, which set us back by in- 
stallments at the rate of a hundred and 
nitty down and thirty dollars a month to 
hve hundred.

to run away with the 
plot. With all that headline we would 
have to have books behind the curtains in 
case someone were curious enough to in- 
vestigate. So I was forced to risk about 
fifty more dollars for two book-cases, 
built the length of the truck, facing out- 
ward, and built at an inward slope from 
bottom to top for the sake of less outward 
throw of the books with the roll of the 
car, and each shelf divided into small sec- 
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tions so that the books could be wedged in 
tight. 

The shelves once built we loaded them 
with the three or four hundred books they 
would hold, put more air in the tires, 
and prayed the roof wouldn’t leak. As 
it happened the roof did leak spasmodi- 
cally, at the eaves, but I doubt whether we 
ever lost as many books as I later heard 
Frank Shay lost when he left the side 
doors of his caravan open one stormy night 
and unwittingly strewed books as for a 
paper chase all the way from Chatham 
to Provincetown. And then we went 
calling (one could hardly dignify those 
first expeditions by any other term), to 
Bennington and Amherst and a few friends 
by the way, and sold an exciting handful of 
books, enough to pay the gas bill there 
and back. Such rapid success went to 
our heads, and we cast about for bigger 
game. Having tasted blood the hunt was 
on. I went forth one fine morning and 
raised some camps in the Berkshire hills. 
I recall my first tentative, uncertain, gun- 
shy attack on Camp Lenore. The camp 
is set back on a hill with pines thrown 
over its knees and a lake at its feet. There 
wasn't a soul in sight as I drew to a 
nervous halt on the open ground between 
tents and huts, but from the roar of voices 
and dishes in one direction I judged the 
flock was lunching. That would mean 
they would emerge upon me en masse and 
without forewarning. ‘They might turn 
at bay against this daring, outlandish 
creature in their midst. I decided to run. 
But they took action first, and I found 
myself suddenly face to face with a hun- 
dred pairs of startled, not unkindly, curi- 
ous eyes. It was under the spur of their 
curiosity that my nerve returned and I 
had strength to roll up the curtains on 
my wares. For the succeeding hour I in- 
terruptedly explained myself and_ the 
Knapsack, all the time keeping a pained 
eye on roughly dismantled shelves and 
torn jackets. I’ve since become stoney- 
cold blooded to such maltreatment. Out 
of it all the books, with or without dam- 
aged jackets, have somehow acquired new 
owners, and enthusiastic owners. And 
I’ve found that the books disappear with- 
out any great effort in their favor on my 
part, and, most happily of all, without an 
“apology for poetry.” I think it was this 
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camp predilection for poetry more than any 
other one thing that drew me on from 
camp to camp and then back over the same 
route. For them I could actually shout 
Vachel Lindsay’s “Congo” to the moun- 
tains without let or hindrance to strength 
or feelings. I wondered was all caravan- 
ing as smooth as this. I came to have illu- 
sions; and under their influence I climbed, 
heavily loaded, over the Mohawk Trail 
and showed myself in the Peterboro Col- 
ony in New Hampshire. There was no 
response, no prearranged group to meet 
me; and, if there had been, the group 
would have had no more money to spend 
on books than an author I have in my 
own family. To ease the financial strain 
of that expedition I found a few camps, 
and again found them fair. 

What of front doors and town squares? 
I chose summer resorts and tried both. 
At front doors I suffered as the “sales- 
man,” the modern tin pedlar; and on 
town squares I suffered from far too un- 
literary remarks. To remove the bad 
flavor and recover a pride that had been 
wounded and a temper that had been 
rufled I enquired at postoffices about 
camps in the region. So it was to camps 
that my tours finally narrowed themselves. 
With a week here and another there, the 
Fairlee Camps in Vermont, the camps on 
the Cape, a dash to the White Mountains, 
neighbors in the Berkshires, I came to 
realize that I was doing a nice summer- 
extension trade to the book-shop, of per- 
haps eight hundred to a thousand dollar 
turnover a month, and one that, carried 
out consecutively thru July and August, 
would do far more than that. I had, 
necessarily, to be always heading for Pitts- 
field between trips. And I have never 
cut loose from my bookshop as the base 
of supplies. But given more free time one 
could have planted bases. The publishers 
make rash promises of keeping one pro- 
visioned on a Sherman’s march to the sea. 
If the mails are delayed it’s no fault of 
theirs. Or if a little Vermont postoffice 


returns the books to New York before you 
can pull your truck together and arrive 4 
week late, they can’t be held accountable. 

For the off-season of camps (camps be- 
ing open only in July and August) | 
have found a book outlet in schools, lib- 
raries, clubs and private exhibits, any- 
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where where the introduction of books 
meets the proper sympathy. And from any 
one of these strokes something may turn 
up in the way of profit or pleasure. It 
was out of one of my periodic caravan 
visits to the Institute at Williamstown that 


a real adventure came: a tour of the 
world. I casually met a man who, within 
a few minutes of our meeting, asked me to 
circle the globe with books for him. At 
the moment of his asking, and my in- 
stantaneous acceptance, we neither knew 
the other’s name. He was director of the 
Cook’s Southern Hemisphere 1927 Cruise, 
and he wanted a bookshop on board. Five 
months away from a two and a half year 
old bookshop? Yes; but that’s part of the 
adventure of books. 

I understand Circulating Library work 
has been done from caravans. I haven’t 
even experimented with it myself. In the 
first place it takes too much time and de- 
tail work to pay for itself (making tt 
more or less charitable, and I have been 
too poor for charity!) ; and secondly it 
has to be done on a regular schedule, and 
the Knapsack and I are both incapable of 
regularity; but the most important draw- 
back to me is that, since it would have to 
be a house to house canvas, it would de- 
mand a kind of book that I am least 
interested in. A pleasure of caravan sell- 
ing is that one can pick and choose a 
market-place where one’s own kind of 
book is appreciated, no better kind of book, 
perhaps, than some other kind, but at 
least after one’s own heart. Of course I 
may be upset to see a precocious nine- 
year-old Jewess, more at home in New 
York than among the Vermont birch-trees, 
pounce on Maupassant’s “Bel Ami” with 
the cry that this is exactly what she has 
been wanting to read but the family has 
been objecting. One learns to be careful 
what one sets before some kings. But 
there’s pleasure in seeing a leaning toward 
“Moby Dick” or “The Oxford Book of 
English Verse” or “The Crock of Gold,” 
or in watching some youngster puzzling 
over Arnold’s “Light of Asia” if only be- 
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cause its format resembles her “Rubaiyat” 
which she “just loves.” 

The Knapsack of the Open Book, hav- 
ing seen its fourth season, is now deliver- 
ing groceries from the store around the 
corner; but there are other caravans of 
other shops on the road. Mrs. T. L. 
Harris, my partner in the Book and 
Print Shop in Ann Arbor, Mich., is going 
with one into northern Michigan during 
the camp months this summer. Elizabeth 
Pitney is going out from The Vassar Co-

operative Bookshop. Mrs. Sara Arm- 
strong, of Framingham Center, Mass., is 
spending the summer with a small one of 
her own. I imagine Miss Blanchard, who 
formerly ran a car of books into Vermont 
from the Hampshire Bookshop, will be 
having one this summer from her own 
shop in Burlington. Oh, caravans and 
caravan trails have come back into the 


world! 
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Who Buys and Reads the 
Classics ? 


A Study of Current Experiences in Library and Bookstore 


Harriet Payne 


RE the Classics forgotten? Or are 
A the masterpieces of Greece and 
Rome still in demand? 

In spite of the declining interest in them 
on the part of the school generation, Mr. 
Kane of Brentano's New York store re- 
ports that the Greek and Roman classics 
are still good sellers, while Esther Johns- 
ton, speaking for the Circulation Depart- 
ment of the New York Public Library, 
asserts that the classics, in translation, are 
always in demand. She adds that it is not 
only for Horace and Virgil that the calls 
come, but for Suetonius, Tacitus and 
Lucretius, for “Daphnis and Chloe” by 
Longus, for the Greek dramatists, for 
Herodotus and Xenophon, for Pliny and 
Pindar. 

Plato has always had a steady following 
with the reading public, but with the 
popular emphasis on philosophy that has 
come since the publication of Dr. Durant’s 
“Story of Philosophy,” there has been a 
marked increase in the general demand for 
Aristotle and Plato by people who are 
desirous of extending their studies to the 
original sources. 

In speaking of the present-day interest 
in classical literature, Miss Johnston cited 
the case of a man who came into the main 
library at 42nd Street not long ago, in 
quest of a copy of Marcus Aurelius’ 
““Meditations.””’ When no copy was to be 
found, he was much excited. “What? Do 
you mean to tell me that a library the 
size of this one does not have Marcus 
Aurelius on its shelves?’ “Not on _ its 
shelves, but out among its readers,’ was 
the answer ““The Main Branch has ten 
copies of Marcus Aurelius, and all of them 
are in constant demand.” This was a 


surprise to this particular classicist who 
somehow had the idea that only one man 
in New York City would have the urge 
to read Marcus Aurelius just then. 





All of which leads to the question—who 
reads the classics anyway? Calls come 
from all classes of people—from the 
scholarly old man, who wants to refresh 
his mind on his reading of earlier years, 
to the zealous student of today, who is 
devouring the classics as a background for 
modern study. Of course there is always 
the pathetic soul who reads from a sense 
of duty or compulsion. Coupled with him 
is the high school pupil who seeks a “trot” 
to help him over the rough spots in Caesar 
and Cicero. Another group is made up of 
former college students who particularly 
enjoy the Loeb Classical Library, a series 
published in England by Heinemann, and 
in the United States by Putnam’s. It 
contains the original text on one page and 
on the opposite page the English transla- 
tion, made by an English or, American 
classical authority. In this way the edu- 
cated person can continue his Greek or 
Latin study with facility and ease. 

In this connection Mr. Thompson, Sales 
Manager of Putnam’s, says that observa- 
tion and correspondence, as well as infor- 
mation obtained from booksellers, leads 
him to believe that the purchasers of the 
Loeb Classical Library are people of cul- 
ture, who, for their own pleasure, take this 
easy and inexpensive means of renewing 
their former acquaintance with the clas- 
sics. 

Other editions of the classics that are 
in active demand, both in bookstore and 
library, are those in the Dutton Every- 
man’s Library, the Gilbert Murray trans- 
lations of the Greek dramas from Oxford 
University Press, other classical series 
published by Oxford, and the Broadway 
Translations from Dutton. In the phi- 
losophy section, the Jowett translation of 
Plato, in five volumes, is a steady seller. 
Looking over his record cards, Mr. Kane 
of Brentano’s found that the best-known 
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classics such as Plato’s “Republic,” the 
Greek Anthology, Plutarch’s “Lives,” and 
Horace’s “Odes” have already been re- 
ordered several times this year in lots of 
two, three, four or five. 

In his sale of the Everyman Library, it 
has been Mr. Kane’s experience that Plato 
has sold just as well, if not better than 
the volume considered the best seller in 
that edition, “The Autobiography of Ben- 
venuto Cellini.” The six-volume set of 
Livy is also a good seller in this series, 
selling at less than $5. 

Volumes in the Loeb Classical Library 
are prime favorites in both bookstore and 
library. This series is an outstanding ex- 
ample of a modern and comprehensive 
edition of the classics, and offers a wider 
variety of titles than does any other li- 
brary. From ten to fifteen volumes have 
been published yearly and the publication 
of the two hundredth volume occurred 
this winter. It is hoped to carry the series 
to a total of five hundred volumes. The 
volumes have been kept at a uniform price 
in the cloth binding, ten shillings in Eng- 
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land, where they are printed and bound, 
and. $2.50 in this country. 

Volumes in bookstore demand in the 
Loeb Library, other than those already 


mentioned, include Aristotle, Marcus 
Aurelius, the Greek Bucolic Poets, “Lyra 
Graeca,” Herodotus, Hesoid, Homer, 
Lucian, Strabo, Thucydides, Xenophon, 
among the Greek classics. Among the 
Latin are “The Golden Asse” by Apuleius, 
Caesar, Cicero, Catullus, Juvenal, Livy, 
Lucretius, Martial, Ovid, Petronius’ 
“Satyricon,” and Plautus, Terence and 
Virgil. 

During the last four years, according 
to Mr. Thompson of Putnam’s, the total 
sales of the Loeb Classical Library have 
increased fifty per cent in the United 
States. This increase in total sales, with- 
out much, if any, diminution in the sales 
of the earlier volumes certainly signifies 
not only a desire on the part of those who 
buy and read this series to add to their 
collections as new volumes are published, 
but an increasing interest in the classics 
on the part of readers in general. 


Have You Tried This? 


OLES set into the ground in front 

of a bookshop certainly don’t add to 

its attractiveness. A merchant in 
Elizabeth, N. J., who had two of them on 
the sidewalk directly opposite his en- 
trance—an electric light pole and a tele- 
graph pole—therefore hit upon the idea 
of painting them. One he painted a bright 
green and the other he painted a brilliant 
orange. 

What was previously a defacement is 
now valuable advertising for this man, for 
now people refer to his store as the book- 
shop with the green and orange poles—a 
certain identification. 


To a picked mailing list, The Cole Shop, 
White Plains, N. Y., once sent a key. 

It was a regular store key—nothing odd 

about it—but attached to it there was a 

tag which read: 

_ “Here is the key to our store. Come 

in and make yourself at home. You are 


free to browse about to your heart’s con- 
tent.’ 





WIT several highly polished mirrors 

forming the back-ground of the dis- 
play, the exhibit of several sets of Shake- 
speare sponsored not so long ago by a 
Brooklyn bookshop takes on considerable 
point when one reads the window card. 
“This Deserves Reflection. When will 
you be able to buy again sets of Shake- 
speare like these for only $5.98?” 


Af closing time every evening, a Mid- 

western bookshop proprietor pauses tor 
a moment to ask his salespeople, “Well, 
boys, have you made a friend for the store 
today?” 

He never fails to ask. Altho he smiles 
when he puts the question and doesn’t seem 
to lay much stress on it, nevertheless he 
queries his people every single business day 
in the year. 

It is now fourteen months since this 
question was asked for the first time, and 
already the number of friends the salesmen 
have made for this retailer runs into the 
thousands. 
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“UW HAT about this man? Who is his 


reference?” These are the words 
written in soft pencil in a lower corner of 
the monthly statement that a certain book- 
shop sends to customers whose accounts 
have been overdue for several months. 
Then follow a few other words, written in 
another hand: “He was well recom- 
mended by Julius Tannen.” 

It all seems like an inside office detail 
which somebody forgot to erase before 
mailing. But it certainly makes the de- 
linquents sit up and take notice. 


BUSINESS among a number of inactive 
accounts was stimulated to a fare-you- 
well when Sol Schloss, Indianapolis, once 
sent out a ledger sheet to each customer. 
At the top of each sheet was written in 
long-hand the name of the account, but 
typed in the center of it was this message: 
“T am only a ledger sheet, but I am hu- 
man enough to feel slighted when not 
used for a long time. May I hear your 
merry voice say, ‘Charge It?) Thank 
you!”’ 


SIMPLE, yet productive of extra sales, 

is an idea employed in the window of 
the Bryant store in Washington, N. J. 
This bookstore has two windows, one on 
each side of its entrance, and often a cus- 
tomer who stops to look into one of them 
will fail to look into the other. To circum- 
vent this, a card is placed in the fore cor- 
ner of each window and calls attention to 
the merchandise shown in the next.... 
“Please note the new biographies in the 
opposite display.” 


ITH no other requirement than that 

they wash their hands clean before 
touching the books, Minneapolis children 
are permitted the free run of the book de- 
partment of the Powers Mercantile Co., in 
that city. They may come in at any time 
they care to, and select whatever books 
look inviting, and stay and read them as 
long as they like. A long low bench is 
provided for their comfort. 

Parents like the idea, and from this 
standpoint it is good advertising for the 
store. ‘The idea, however, also increases 
the sale of juveniles, for the ch. dren will 
often go home and tell about the books they 
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have read, which many of the parents later 
stop to buy. 


W HEN the time of school gradua- 

tions came around Mrs. Carter of the 
D. M. Read Co. in Bridgeport arranged 
a large U-shaped counter with graduation 
record books and a variety of good books 
for gifts and behind the counter were two 
of the young saleswomen dressed in cap 
and gown. The idea of books for gradu- 
ation was thus cleverly broadcast. 


DELIVERY costs at Zahn’s, Racine, 

Wis., who cater to some extent to a 
feminine clientele, have been pared to the 
core by a very simple means. Purchases 
are now wrapped in paper of an attractive 
shade of lavender rather than the custom- 
ary brown, and the women, therefore, do 
not hesitate to carry them away with them.

The Summer School of 
Bookselling 


HE summer school of bookselling, 

i conducted at Columbia in the de- 

partment of Dr. C. C. Williamson, 
opens again on Monday with a registration 
of thirty, the same number of students as 
last year. There will be students from 
every part of the country, from California, 
Minnesota, Illinois, New Hampshire, 
Maryland, Rhode Island, Ontario, Colo- 
rado, New York, etc. Some of the students 
are now employed in bookstores and are 
seeking to extend their experience and 
knowledge; others are graduating from col- 
leges and inclined to turn to bookselling 
as a profession; some are graduates from 
library schools and are testing out the 
booktrade field to see if it offers opportun- 
ities of which they would like to take 
advantage. 

Sarah B. Ball is again giving her 
series of lectures on “Book Selection and 
Book Buying” for bookstores; and the dis- 
cussion of “Bookstore Practice” will be 
given by Frederic Melcher of the Publish- 
ers’ Weekly, assisted by Cedric Crowell of 
the Doubleday, Doran Bookshops. In the 
afternoons the students visit various book- 
selling, publishing and jobbing houses, in 
order to study, first hand, the practical 

application of bookselling principles. The 
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course is arranged to begin at 8:30 each 
morning for three weeks, an hour and a 
half being devoted to the “Selecting and 
Buying” course and an hour and a half to 
“Bookshop Practice.” 


The Rental Library 


ACATION season gives special em- 
phasis to the rental libraries scat- 
tered thruout the summer resorts, 
and many dealers who handle books only - 
on a small scale find this an opportunity 
to bring new and steady customers into 
their shops. So much good service by the 
jobbers is given to those who like to enter 
bookselling in this manner that the mechan- 
ics of purchase becomes very simple, and 
there is always a recovering value on the 
books that are left over, either for continu- 
ing the library with winter customers or 
selling its contents as second-hand books. 
The technique of the rental library is a 
fairly, simple one, and yet there is need of 
exact accounting so that the owner may 
know whether the proper profit is being 
made and the proper service given. If 
stores go into the rental field too haphaz- 
ardly and with too little inquiry as to 
the right methods, they may do harm to 
themselves and to the whole library idea, 
which, if it is to be a valued supplement 
to book distribution, is to be conducted in 
a business-like and adequate way. 


Children’s Travel Club 
, MONG the many interesting methods 


used by children’s departments of 

public libraries to develop summer 
reading an excellent one has been worked 
out at Bridgeport, where for two years a 
Library Travel Club on “Seeing America” 
has been conducted. Children are signing 
up in great numbers. They pick out on a 
big map just the route they would like to 
travel, and each route has ten books which 
will take them from place to place. They 
are then given a slip, and, as fast as they 
proceed from one stopping point to another, 
they write in the name of the book in one 
of the spaces provided and at the end of 
the season are given credit for having 
traveled over the book route. 
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Help the Census! 
Tis report of the printing and pub- 


lishing industries, which the census 

ofice renders every two years or 
less, is being materially delayed by printers 
and publishers who are slow in making 
returns to the census office. The report 
of 1925 was based upon some 21,000 re- 
turns. A new set of inquiries was sent 
out as of January 15th of this year; so far 
(June 1) there are still three thousand 
printers and publishers and three thousand 
commercial printers who have not an- 
swered, altho all delinquents have been 
queried at least twice; and some of them, 
three times. 

Publishers and printers can materially 
assist the census office by making prompt 
returns. A preliminary report will be 
available within ninety days after the last 
of the returns is received. 


Letters from Europe 
AY LAMBERTON BECKER, 


whose “Reader’s Guide” columns 
in The Saturday Review are known 
in every part of the country, is spending 
some months abroad, largely near London, 
and has consented to write for the Publish- 
ers’ Weekly some special articles on “An 
American Book Lover in Foreign Book- 
shops.” Before settling down in Lon- 
don, she visited the Cologne Fair, devoted 
to the press and its products, especially to 
newspapers and periodicals. This great fair 
has been conducted on a vast scale by the 
city of Cologne. Miss Becker’s report is 
printed in this week’s Bookmaking section. 
The last experience in America with a 
world’s fair was rather disastrous, and 
there has been no development of trade 
fairs on such a scale as those in Europe. 
[t may be that they are not suitable for 
our tendencies of business development, or 
it may be that we have not had the right 
type of fair to fit into present-day condi- 
tions and that a study of such exhibits 
as that on Modern De¢orative Art at Paris, 
or the Florence Book Fair, or this’ great 
Cologne exhibit might suggest new and 
useable methods. 
John Clyde Oswald, who directed the 
American exhibit that was sent there, has 
also. managed the successful organization of 
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a Printers’ Pilgrimage which has gone on a 
tour of the Rhine country. No selected 
exhibit of American book-making was 
made at Cologne, but William Edwin 
Rudge of New York and John Henry 


Nash of San Francisco sent private exhibits. 


Federal Trade Commission 
Suppresses Doubtful Subscription 
Methods 


JOBBER of encyclopedias and 

books of reference has fallen foul 

of the Federal Trade Commission, 
and, in order to prevent that institution 
from issuing a “cease and desist” order, he 
has agreed to stop improper methods of 
advertising and sale, and confessed, in a 
“stipulation,” certain practices which are 
against the law. Should the jobber again 
begin these improper practices, the ‘‘stipu- 
lation” over his own signature can be used 
as evidence against him. Under the law 
the name of the party complained against 
is not made public if he agrees to change 
his methods. 

The jobber represented to prospective 
subscribers that, as a special introductory 
offer, a limited number of persons residing 
in a community would be sold, for adver- 
tising purposes, sets of the encyclopedia or 
reference works, together with a loose-leaf 
extension service for a specified period of 
years at a price much lower than the price 
regularly charged, and offered a Member- 
ship Certificate in an “Education Society.” 
In some instances he set forth an alleged 
regular price for the subscription, service 
and membership, which was marked out ini 
red ink and a lower figure substituted in 
red ink. 

He advertised that the books were given 
away to each prospective customer who 
subscribed to the loose-leaf extension service 
at a specified amount per year for a period 
of ten years, and made use of testimonials 
or recommendations of county superinten- 
dents of schools and prominent educators 
saying the publication had been officially 
approved by state departments of education 
and by libraries. 

Past due notes or other indebtedness he 
claimed were plaged in the hands of a 
designated collection agency; he repre- 
sented by various means that the books 
were bound in leather and printed on 
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paper of a certain grade; and finally he 
used trade names, in each of which the 
word “publishing” was used in all the 
sales and distribution of the books in in- 
terstate commerce. 

None of these practices is wrong or 
harmful, if true. But the Federal Trade 
Commission, in its investigation, discovered 
that they were not true. The “special 
price” or “introductory price” was the 
same as the regular price; there had not 
been for some time any loose-leaf exten- 
sion service or research bureau; the Educa- 
tion Society was non-existent; the contract 
was of ten months’ length, not ten years’; 
the letters of recommendation were not 
made by those who were supposed to have 
signed them; there was no approval by 
state superintendents and libraries; no col- 
lection agency was used; the books were 
not bound in leather and were not printed 
on the grade of paper advertised to be 
used; and they were not “published” by 
the advertiser. Otherwise the advertise- 
ments and offers were entirely truthful! 

Such methods, of course, injure the le- 
gitimate book-trade. There are many 
ways of selling books, particularly expen- 
sive sets of books, such as encyclopedias 
and reference works, which do involve a 
mail campaign, and often a perfectly proper 
and legitimate reduction from the original 
price. Some encyclopedias, published by 
perfectly reputable houses, have an exten- 
sive loose-leaf system. Many encyclopedias 
are bound in leather and published on 
good paper. When any sales organization 
undertakes to use the legitimate methods to 
sell the illegitimate publication, or illegiti- 
mate methods to sell the legitimate pub- 
lication, it strikes a blow at the entire pub- 
lishing business. 

One of the great assets of the book- 
trade is the confidence which the reading, 
teaching and student public has in the in- 
tegrity and the high ideals of the great 
bulk of the publishing houses. There are 
many such houses whose imprint on a text- 
book is a guarantee of its standing, authen- 
ticity and value. Such a reputation is the 
result of years of effort and honest, labori- 
ous building up of confidence. 

The Federal Trade Commission, which 
is ceaselessly active in controlling the ef- 
forts of “business men” who think more of 
a dollar than of reputation, has done a 
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real service to the publishing profession; 
but, be it carefully noted, it is human. It 
can’t see everything or be everywhere. It 
should be the pleasure, as it is the duty, 
of everyone in the book-trade who sees or 
hears of any doubtful publishing venture 
or any dubious selling scheme, which may 
be inimical to fair practice and honest pub- 
lishing, to draw the facts to the attention 
of the Federal Trade Commission, that 
the industry be rid of those hangers-on who 


attempt to profit dishonestly at the expense 
of reputable houses.

BURTON RASCOE, lately editor of

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The Canadian Convention 


Booksellers Association, which met 

two weeks ago in Toronto, simul- 
taneously with the publishing of the Ca- 
nadian Number of the Publishers’ Weekly, 
was partly reported in that issue. Later 
information from Findlay I. Weaver, 
Secretary of the Association, describes the 
gathering as one of the most interesting of 
recent Canadian meetings, with good dis- 
cussion and attendance. 

The new President, succeeding William 
Tyrrell of Toronto, is Wendell Holmes 
of London, Ontario; Vice4President, 
Harry Burton of Montreal; Secretary and 
Treasurer, Findlay I. Weaver, Toronto. 
The Executive Committee consists of 
William Tyrrell of Toronto; A. H. Jar- 
vis, Ottawa; A. T. Chapman, Montreal; 
Clinton F. Brown, Montreal; C. L. 
Nelles, Guelph, Ontario; E. L. Ireland, 
Owen Sound, Ontario; R. G. Fry, To- 
ronto; Fred Cloke, Hamilton, Ontario; 
Roy Britnell, Toronto; J. C. Jaimet, 
Kitchener, Ontario. 

The new President has always stood for 
expansion, and the program of the Asso- 
ciation will be to extend its interests 
among all types of booksellers, whatever 
their departmental interests. Future con- 
vention programs will be planned to cover 
all types of interest. “The annual report 
showed favorable conditions as to mem- 
bership and finance, and President Tyrrell 
dwelt on the necessity of maintaining en- 
thusiasm and strength of association work. 
He recalled the chaotic conditions in Eng- 
land, America and Canada before the 
present spirit of trade organization and 
emphasized the work in America for clear- 
ing-house, book-shopping and _book-selec- 
tion plans. Percy G. Cherry, mail-order 
specialist, emphasized that booksellers 
were not so much in competition with 
each other as with all other merchants who 
compete for the consumer’s dollar. He 
spoke of the value of mail-order business 
in extending trade. W. M. MacKay, who 
a little over a year ago established a book- 
shop in Toronto, largely specializing in

first and limited editions, read a most in- 
teresting paper on this subject and made 
many suggestions to other dealers who 
touch upon this field. There was con- 
siderable interest in a Round Table discus- 
sion by booksellers and publishers on the 
question of whether a traveling salesman 
was an aid to bookselling. All the book- 
sellers agreed that examination of books 
was of importance to them. In an ex- 
tended discussion on trade discounts, the 
feeling was that ultimately there should 
be a 40% discount on all trade orders 
and until that was made possible a clear 
33%3% must apply to all purchases, even 
of single copies of general literature and 
fiction. This Round Table resulted in 
the appointment of a committee for co- 
operative advertising on the basis of con- 
tributions by retailers, to be matched by 
those of the Association of Canadian 
Bookmen, which is a subsidiary to the 
Publishers’ organization. The annual 
banquet was attended by a hundred guests, 
the Publishers’ Association acting as host 
to the Booksellers. Honorable Martin 
Burrell, Librarian of the Canadian Par- 
liament Houses, proposed a toast to the 
trade, in an address full of charm and 
literary flavor, and he was responded to 
in kind by President William Tyrrell, 
while Professor Gilbert Jackson brought 
answer to the toast “Io Happy Relations,” 
responded to by Louis Carrier for the 
Montreal publishers. 

The problem of censorship came up 
for considerable discussion with special re- 
lation to the situation in Toronto and the 
police enforcement of the statutes. Presi- 
dent Tyrrell brought the subject up at 
the Wednesday session and pointed out 
that, under present conditions, any book- 
seller in Canada is liable at any time to 
be brought into police court charged with 
selling obscene books without any warn- 
ing whatever. Moreover, a_ bookseller 
might suffer public disgrace without know- 
ingly or actually having sold any im- 
proper book. A recent case against a 


Toronto bookseller in connection with the 
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sale of “Power” by Feuchtwanger was dis- 
missed by a police magistrate in Toronto, 
who said: © 

“It seems to me that some workable 
system of censoring books might be found 
which might result in less publicity and in 
more fairness to the retail bookseller, who 
cannot possibly read all the books upon 
his shelves, and against whom it is difficult 
and almost impossible to prove that he 
‘knowingly sold’ a book containing obscene 
matter. 

“To those of us who have confidence in 
Canadian publishers and booksellers, it 
seems possible to evolve some plan whereby 
they, themselves, thru their various organi- 
zations, might assist the police in en- 
forcing this very wise provision of the 
Criminal Code, which provision, however, 
is of no use unless wisely and fairly ad- 
ministered. “The charge will therefore be 
dismissed.” 

President Tyrrell said that the pub- 
lishers’ and booksellers’ organizations were 
meeting with the new chief of police in 
‘Toronto and it was hoped that-this would 
result in a fairer method of dealing with 
such cases. The desire was not to get 
immunity for booksellers, but to guard 
against unwarranted action involving the 
good name of reputable.men. A resolution 
was passed to the effect that the Canadian 
Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Association 
stands in readiness to act with the pub- 
lishers’ organization in coming to the 
rescue, financially and otherwise, of book- 
sellers who may become victims of such 
charges. 

Other resolutions included one which 
called for consideration as to what should 
bé done to discourage the present practice 
of including Canadian rights in the as- 
signments to American publishers, thus 
preventing Canadian booksellers and Ca- 
nadian book buyers from buying English 
editions from British authors, and that a 
copy of this resolution be sent to the sec- 
retary of the British Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, the Authors’ Association, and the 
British trade journal. 

It was resolved that the Association be 
requested to give consideration to the is- 
suing of a catalog of general reference 
books from all Canadian publishers, so 
planned that different parts of it could be 
reprinted at nominal cost for booksellers 
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for distribution. It was resolved that the 
incoming executive be instructed to con- 
sider ways and means of interesting the 
retail and wholesale stationers to become 
active members. 

It was resolved that publishers of 
Canada _ representing British publishers 
who are advancing the Canadian prices on 
Is., 2s. 6d., and 3s. books and allowing 
only one-third off be asked to list books, 
as far as possible, at 30c. to the shilling, 
this to apply to popular libraries of Eng- 
lish publishers. 


Bi-Lingual Problem of the 
Canadian Publisher 


HE problem of book distribution in 

Canada, which received such varied 

discussion. in the Publishers’ Weekly 
of June 23rd, has one aspect that isn’t at 
all parallel to the American situation, and 
that is the bi-lingual situation. In Amer- 
ica we have a population drawn from al! 
the European countries and a market for 
books in French, German, Spanish, Italian, 
etc., but we have nothing that parallels 
the place of the French language in 
Canada, where there is a whole section in 
which that is the principal language. This 
is interestingly commented on in a letter 
to the Publishers’ Weekly from John Mur- 
ray Gibbon, author of- “Pagan Love,” etc. 
(Doran), who, as a prime mover in organ- 
izing the Canadian Authors’ Association 
and as the first sponsor of the idea of the 
successful Canadian Book Weeks, has been 
a power for good in the present progress 
in Canadian bookselling. 

“The Canadian publisher who issues 4 
book in English has a possible market of 
only two thirds of the total Canadian popu- 
lation, as one third (representing nearly 
three million people) is French speaking. 
Some have suggested bi-lingual books with 
French and English on alternate pages to 
secure a national interest, and one or two 
such books have been actually so printed, 
tho it is doubtful whether they are known 
outside the Province of Quebec. In one 
field, however, the bi-lingual book seems 
to be making headway, namely, the song- 
book with French and English words, 
where the music provides an inter-racial 
bridge between the two languages. The 
French Canadian has a wealth of folk- 
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music which the English-speaking Canadian 
is learning to appreciate, and there is a 
definite demand for such music with the 
French words accompanied by singable 
English translations. Booksellers are apt 
to consider music as concerning only the 
music store, but the songbook has a follow- 
ing which the bookseller can cultivate with 
profit. J. M. Dent and Sons of Toronto 
have done well with ‘Canadian Folk- 
songs, Old and New’ and there are sev- 
eral other such bi-lingual songbooks on the 
eve of publication which are said to have 
considerable advance sales, for instance 
‘Twenty One French Canadian Chan- 
sons’ edited by Dr. Ernest MacMillan, 
Principal of the Toronto Conservatory of 
Music and published by the Frederick 
Harris Company of Oakville, Ontario, 
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which is also publishing Dr. Healy Wil- 
lan’s ‘L’Ordre de Bon-Temps’ both of 
these publications having both French and 
English text. The best seller at the book- 
store of the Chateau Frontenac during the 
recent Folksong Festival at Quebec was a 
bi-lingual songbook ‘Robin and Marion,’ 
a mediaeval comic opera with Old French 
text and English translation accompanied 
by music, published by C. C. Birchard of 
Boston. Canada has a large musical pub- 
lic—there are five thousand students at the 
Toronto Conservatory, while of the three 
million French Canadians two million 
nine hundred and ninety-nine thousand 
can sing. A little attention to this public 
might benefit those Canadian booksellers 
who have time to spare from the merchan- 
dizing of stationery and fountain pens.”

Fiction Production 


With the great increase in non-fiction in 
the last few years, especially in the field of 
biography, the question is often raised as to 
what has been happening in fiction. With 
a view of seeing what the publication rec- 
ords will show, the Publishers’ Weekly 
reprints herewith the record of fifteen years 
as gathered in the Publishers’ Weekly of- 
fice, in the first column new titles, and in 
the second new editions and reprints. 

The effect of the war was early in evi- 
dence, even before the United States en- 
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tered the conflict, and after the number 
of titles had shrunk 50% ‘there was a 
steady, increase until in 1926 the totals of 
1913 was reached and in 1927 it was 
passed. It seems. likely that 1928 will be 
a little below 1927. The record of re- 
prints is even more interesting, showing 
the increased tendency to issue standard 
books in new forms. This does not mean 
merely old and out-of-copyright classics, 
but also reprint editions such as are made 
by Burt and Grosset & Dunlap and others. 
With the stabilization of production, there 
has also been since the war an increase of 
the reprints of standard literature such as 
are included in the Nelson and Oxford 
series and newer enterprises such as the 
Modern Library, Appleton, the Borzoi 
pocket books, etc.

Bookstores

sale of reference sets has largely pro- 

ceeded toward direct canvassing meth- 
ods, and there is probably a logic in this 
development. At the same time, the pub- 
lication thru the trade of a revision of one 
of the standard encyclopaedias gives an 
opportunity for booksellers to review their 
function in the distribution of reference 
sets, and many will discover that they have 
their own advantages in this field; even 
over expert canvassers. 

The canvassing method has won its 
present predominance in the reference field 
because, first, the publisher of a set, know- 
ing his product thoroly, everything that 
went into its preparation, all its features 
as they compare with similar products, can 
train field workers who will know every 
step of the route they must follow to a 
final sales decision and who have but the 
one mission, day in and day out, to make 
that story of theirs more effective in its 
sales results. Again, the canvasser, once 
established in his contact with the possible 
buyer, is reasonably safe from interruption 
while he concentrates on the demonstration 
of his set. He is in the atmosphere of the 
customer’s home or office. He can picture 
the set in actual service, and he probably 
knows, after a few minutes, the number 
and ages of the children that may be served 
by an encyclopaedia or reference work, and 
the customer, on his or her part, visualizes 
the set in actual operation. Again, the 
canvasser has the advantage, because of his 
limited time, of persuading the customer to 
make an actual decision, often so difficult 
to obtain in larger items of purchase. He 
is there only for the day, he is about to 
move off, the home office is at a distance. 
The customer who has followed the line 
of reasoning instinctively feels that it 
would be better to close the transaction at 
once. Still another advantage the canvasser 
has is that his firm is experienced in han- 
dling time payments, so that the collection 


|: the evolution of book distribution, the 


problem goes along smoothly and without 
irritation. 


The bookseller, on the other hand, is in 
a different situation. He is at a disad- 
vantage at a point where the canvasser has 
an advantage. He cannot be as thoroly 
trained in the knowledge of any one ref- 
erence set as the canvasser. He is handling 
too many books, and it is usually impos- 
sible to take any one salesman off other 
work and bring him to the letter-perfect 
state of the trained field worker. He can- 
not work in the atmosphere of the per- 
son’s own library. There is the confusion 
of the store and always possible interrup- 
tion. He cannot strike effectively to- 
ward the closing of the argument, as the 
customer knows the store will be there for 
months and years to come, and it is almost 
instinctive with him on a large order to 
suggest postponement and later decision. 
Finally, he is not as well equipped for 
time payments, which are as often as not a 
deciding factor in closing a subscription sale. 


The statement of these facts, however, 
does not close the whole argument. ‘The 
bookstore must and does, in becoming suc- 
cessful in this field, take reckoning of its 
own advantages. The bookstore is always 
at the same address, and has the advantage 
of a long-established concern with the 
community and its customers. They have 
confidence in the dealer; they know where 
he will be in case of any later questions as 
to the set; they know that they have bene- 
fited by other advice he has given them. 
Again, the dealer has the advantage of be- 
ing able to bring up the subject more than 
once. : 

The canvasser has to move on, but the 
customer makes continuing calls at the 
bookstore, and the sales resistance wears 
away if the arguments are good. Then, 
too, the bookstore usually has a more inti- 
mate knowledge of the customer’s family 
and family needs than the canvasser, who 
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has the impressions of but one call, and 
therefore the bookseller can bring his own 
knowledge of the home library needs to 
the front, picture the sets vividly in ac- 
tual home use. The bookseller also has 
the benefit of the seeds planted by the 
canvassers who are going up and down the 
country preaching the value of reference 
sets, oftentimes talking to people who are 
prejudiced against the house-to-house 
method or who are incapable financially 
or mentally of making immediate decision. 
All these seeds planted may be likely to 
blossom in the bookstore, which is always 
in its place and always ready to serve. 
The question of time payments ought to 
be easily worked out if the store makes up 
its mind to do any amount of this type of 
business, and it is very often found that 
customers would prefer to pay the whole 
in three or four installments tather than 
to stretch it out over a dozen. 

At the present time, there is special in- 
centive to the bookseller in this sale of 
sets. He needs the larger units of sale. 
Rents have increased; salaries have in- 
creased; and the total sales per salesman 
must increase if the store is to be success- 
ful. This means that the introduction of 
larger sales units must be an important 
part of the bookstore program and sets of 
books are to be considered. 

This review of the bookstore’s part in 
the sale of sets has not been written with 
one set in mind and not with any idea 
that store sale can replace the need of 
canvassing programs, but, the publication 
thru the trade of a new revised edition 
of a book of such recognized value as 
Chambers’ Encyclopaedia by the Lippincott 
Company brings the subject up. For store 
experimentation, Chambers has the advan- 
tage of being well known to everyone. It 
is of medium price and medium length 
for the home library. It has been completely 
revised, and, at this moment, is completed 
to the tenth volume. It is not often that 
there is such a good opportunity to try the 
set selling program, and it seems perfectly 
likely that, if the bookseller familiarizes 
himself with the points in favor of the set, 
uses the circulars liberally, plans a good 
campaign, between now and the time when 
the next school session is in full swing, he 
will have had both profit and prestige from 
the enterprise.

HE original manuscript of the orig- 

inal “Alice in Wonderland” is just 

now on exhibition at the Philadel- 
phia Public Library, where it is resting 
comfortably for a while after its recent 
expensive Trans-Atlantic journey. At the 
same time a fascinating display of ‘“Car- 
rolliana,”’ or whatever one should rightly 
term it, appears in the window of Cam- 
pion’s, at 1905 Walnut St. This includes 
a variety of early editions of “Alice,” many 
autographed gift copies and so forth, and 
is a loan for the time and occasion from 
the notable collection of Mr. Morris L. 
Parrish of Pine Valley, N. J. Naturally 
enough, this window attracts constant at- 
tention and inquiry, and to further public 
interest and education Campion’s are put- 
ting out a neat little pamphlet, engagingly 
written by one Joseph Jackson, telling the 
entertaining history of this famous book. 
The present display is one of a series 
whereby this window of the new store has 
been dedicated to the interests of book- 
lovers and collectors. Lately there was a 
display of portraits and original autographs 
of twenty-nine Presidents of the U. S., 
and the enterprising Mr. Horn contem- 
plates further novelties. 

It is announced that Campion’s are now 
distributors for the Widecombe Edition of 
Eden Phillpotts, the first uniform edition 
of the Dartmoor Novels, made on rag 
paper and handsomely bound. Only 200 
sets were made available for America, and 
Philadelphia collectors have already cut 
deep into the quota. The set is in 20 
volumes, autographed, and sells for $80. 

The rare book business rides along 
handsomely in Philadelphia, with constant 
surprises and sensations out of Walnut St., 
where are also found Dr. Rosenbach and 
Charles Sessler. Mr. Sessler, as a matter 
of fact, is not at home but busy overseas 
in search of new treasures. In his absence 
Miss Zahn shows the reporter a copy of 
the “Catholicon” of Balbus of Genoa, a 


magnificent example of the work of the 
second Gutenberg press, dating 1460 and 
holding fourth place among printed books 
and first among secular works of any mag- 
nitude. The book is a classical encyclo- 
pedia and complete text-book for the study 
of Latin, and enjoyed great popularity in 
its own times, tho now only 65 copies 
are known and few in such excellent con- 
dition as this. Since 1900 only two com- 
plete copies have come into the market. 

The lesser breed of collectors has a new 
source of supply in the Aldine Book Shop, 
which has put out from its new home at 
222 S. 17th St., a Catalog of First Edi- 
tions. The collecting interest in modern 
books steadily increases, and a study of 
this catalog is full of surprises and some 
regrets for those who have loved and lost 
the books of a past decade or so. 

The Philadelphian’s diligent pursuit of 
news for this page has earned him another 
dividend in the discovery of two new 
shops. One he should properly have known 
before, since the firm and family of Wil- 
liam J. Campbell have been continuously 
in the book business in Philadelphia since 
1850, dealing in old and. rare books. 
Therefore they dispute with Leary’s the 
title of the “oldest bookstore,” balancing 
the longer identity of the firm name 
against the extra years to Leary’s credit. 
Concerning Leary’s, this reporter confesses 
authorship of a sketch entitled ““The Dime 
Museum” in the North American Review 
for August. The Philadelphia store is not 
mentioned by name, but those who have 
been there will recognize the ten-cent 
shelf. 

The other discovery is the bookshop of 
Emma Feldman at 1232 Locust St., one 
of the few “personal” sanctuaries for books 
and booklovers that has resisted the tempta- 
tion to hang on to the skirts of Rittenhouse 
Square. Miss Feldman’s shop jumped into 
fame recently when Vivian Shirley, col- 
umnist for the Evening Public Ledger, 
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made it the subject of her daily story. 
Miss Shirley’s stunt is to find human-in- 
terest material in sundry trades, habits and 
amusements of the city, and on this occa- 
sion she turned clerk and did her best to 
sell a $2 book for $2.50 to a red-headed 
poet. Miss Feldman’s shop is something 
of a haven for the writing fraternity, and 
further, is kind to young artists; whose 
masterpieces adorn the walls, but may be 
removed at a price. 

The Quill Bookshop, just around the 
corner from Rittenhouse Square, turns a 
small window to excellent account. A 
particularly charming effect was achieved 
at the time when the annual Flower Mart 
turned the old square into a gorgeous gar- 
den, at which time Quill had its own 
miniature lily-pool and adornments of 
trailing ivy and small statuary to set off 
a display of gardening hooks. Just at 
present travel has its turn, tho by some 
jest of juxtaposition TD. W. Streeter’s 
“Camels” stands shoulder to shoulder with 
J. C. Long’s “Bryan.” Nearby at George 
W. Jacob’s, Bob Stayton achieved a scoop 
in window display on the morning after 
the nomination of Hoover. By staying up 
half the night and working all his wiles 
on newspaper friends he managed to secure 
a large portrait of the nominee, get it 
framed, and surround it with a selection 
of the political books whose name is now 
legion. At the Locust Street Bookshop 
there are no windows, but the regular 
publication of Selective Book Notes keeps 
its neighborhood public informed of mat- 
ters of seasonal interest and importance. 
The Suggestion-of-the-Month is the Blue 
Box, intended for anniversaries, travel 
packages and gifts in general. This 
package idea seems always successful, and 
particularly helpful to those shops whose 
business depends much on personality and 
individuality. 

Word comes from the University of 
Pennsylvania. Press of the publication of 
“Harvey Baum,” a Study of the Agricul- 
tural Revolution, by Edward S. Mead of 
the University, whereby we learn with 
proper pride that our home-town institu- 
tion keeps up with its academic fellows in 
producing books not alone for pupils and 
professors. Macrae-Smith Company is 
nearly ready with “An Alphabet of Avia- 
tion,” by Paul Jones, in which more than 
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sixty-three color illustrations by Edward 
Shenton show the types and parts of planes 


for the rapidly rising generation. ‘“Tar- 
paper Palace’ by Lida Larrimore, gains 
steadily in popularity, principally, it 
seems, because its heroine is a “frightfully 
old-fashioned girl” and therefore somewhat 
of a rara avis in these days of synthetic 
complexity. Florence Ward will soon add 
a fifth novel, “Second Eden,” to her series 
from this house. 


Lippincott’s contribute their share to 
the crime wave this month with “Red 
Scar,” by Anthony Wynne, another Doc- 
tor Hailey detective story with a simply 
swell jacket. ‘Will o the Wisp,” a mys- 
tery-romance by Patricia Wentworth, will 
be ready at the end of the month. Con- 
cerning recent books we learn that Tris- 
tram Tupper’s “The River’ is in its third 
printing and going strong. Certainly we 
see it all over town, and Wanamaker’s 
big window is literally flooded with it. 
The story is now being filmed and the pro- 
ducers have found no difficulty in taking 
it-out of the mountains of Tennessee to a 
more convenient location in the state of 
Washington. Richardson Wright, author 
of “Hawkers and Walkers In Early Amer- 
ica” has written a book about some less 
remembered but fascinating American 
women which Lippincott will publish in 
October under the title of “Forgotten 
Ladies.” Mr. Arthur D. Howden- 
Smith has just completed a biography of 
John Jacob Astor, to be published in the 
fall, and a moving tale is told of how he 
lost part of his manuscript in a New York 
taxicab and recovered it thru an advertise- 
ment. It sounded almost too good to be 
true, but we saw it in the New York 
Times, so it must be so. And finally we 
learn that Ellis W. Bacon, treasurer of 
the company, is just leaving for three 
months in Berlin, Leipsig, Munich and 
Paris, to see what he can find. So we 
come away from there, thinking dark 
thoughts concerning the hardships of the 
publishing business. 

Bessie Graham who conducts at the 
William Penn Evening High School the 
ancestor of all the schools of bookselling 
in the country, has ‘just completed the 
manuscript of the third edition of ““The 
Bookman’s Manual,” which will be pub- 


lished this fall by the R. R. Bowker Co.

ASSOCIATION?

Editor, Publishers’ W eekly: 


Your last few issues of ‘““The Weekly” 
have contained articles of interest to me 
pertaining to circulating libraries, particu- 
larly that article in the May 19th issue. 

My opinion of the chain libraries, and 
my methods of operating are, in general, 
the same as the “‘Associated.” 

It seems to me that an association of 
some kind similar to that suggested for the 
protection of the libraries is very essential, 
and would be found beneficial, a sort of 
clearing house, where valuable information 
could be obtained, regarding the honesty 
and ability of the storekeepers. 

For instance, I withdrew my library 
from a druggist because I caught him cheat- 
ing. What was the result? A week later, 
he had another company’s library. This 
druggist won’t change his methods, if he 
can continue getting other libraries. Other 
stores sold books, kept the money, and 
merely said they didn’t know what was 
happening to the books. An association 
would keep this sort of person from getting 
a library, and might help in keeping tempta- 
tion from the others. 

Don’t you think this could be arranged 
with, for instance, the Publishers’ Weekly 
as the clearing house for this sort of infor- 
mation? I personally would be pleased to 
impart this information for the benefit of 
other chains. 

I have come across several chains of li- 
braries in the past year, whose methods | 
feel certain do not lead to success. They 
seem to think that misrepresentation will 
get them somewhere. One company went 
so far as to represent themselves as a sub- 
siduary of a large jobbing concern. How- 
ever, they didn’t get very far. 

The next to last paragraph in your article 
is very true, and I see proofs of its truth 
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every day. Many systems are springing up 
over night, and we will see very few sur- 
vive. In my opinion there are three reasons 
that come immediately to mind on which 
I base this prediction. 

1. Inexperience 

2. Overcrowding a neighborhood 

3. Paying too high a commission. 

There was a time when an assortment 
of ninety remainders and reprints, and ten 
new fiction titles was a good library. To- 
day the books wanted are those at $2.50 
with a big demand for non-fiction at higher 
prices. The public wants the newest books 
immediately, which means several copies in 
a store. 

You may add as difficulty number 4, the 
idea that little capital is required. You can 
open several bookstores for the money 
needed to make a chain library a financial 
success. 

Circulating libraries are here to stay, and 
they will be a large outlet for the pub- 
lishers. But—there will be many changes 
in methods, mainly, the rental fees. 

I will look forward for more articles in 
your publication which I find very helpful 
to me.

Among his other books are “The 
Democracy,” “The Island,” “The Life of 
Paris,” “Ring in the New,” and an auto- 
biography, “My Harvest.” 


JACK BETHEA 


Jack BETHEA, editor of the Birming- 
ham Post and a novelist, committed sui- 
cide by hanging, on July 2nd in Birming- 
ham, Ala. Among his novels were “Bed 
Rock,” “Honor Bound” and “Cotton,” the 
first two of which were filmed. He was 
35 years old.

WO important William Morris 

items will be sold at Sotheby’s in 

London on July 18. One is a copy 
of the Kelmscott Chaucer printed on: vel- 
lum, one of 13 copies so printed; the other 
a manuscript on vellum of Virgil’s 
“Aeneid,” 370 pages folio, with decorations 
by William Morris and Mrs. Louise 
Powell, and large historiated miniatures 
atter drawings by Burne-Jones by the late 
Charles Fairfax Murray, in a magnificent 
binding by Messrs. Leighton. This manu- 
script is described by Miss May Morris as 
“a masterpiece of modern calligraphy and 
a manuscript of the greatest interest.” Of 
her father’s floriated letters she says “that 
the arrangement and relation to the page, 
the quality of color and the handling are 
quite the finest in the book. The painting 
is solid and luminous, the broadly-designed 
leafage, carefully modeled and finished, is 
at once strong and delicate, reminding one 
of the finest early Gothic sculptured orna- 
ment. He made a beautiful and dexterous 
use of white in finishing and also played 
with the gold with evident enjoyment. 
Sometimes two colors are used—a pale 
silvery gold: (the color of a harvest moon) 


beside one of richer tone, or the gold it- 
self glazed with thin red and painted with 
red veins.” This modern manuscript, the 
production of Graily Hewitt, Mrs. Louise 
Powell, William Morris, Burne-Jones and 
Charles Fairfax Murray working together, 
evidently a labor of love, is a treasure that 
should make some Morris collector or 
lover of manuscripts happy. 


‘THE paragraph about George OD. 

Smith’s first catalog several weeks ago 
has brought several interesting letters. 
One reader writes: “In the foreword to 
Smith’s first catalog,” he said, “I venture 
to think, tho the phrase is a somewhat 
hackneyed one, a perusal of this catalog 
will well repay the reader.” ‘This was 
the first bookseller’s catalog of autographs 
that I ever received. I had begun an 
autograph collection some years before but 
all had been secured by writing direct to 
well-known men and women of the times. 
However, I bought several autographs 
paying only a few dollars for them. One 
of them I sold several years ago for nearly 
as much as all of the autographs were 
priced for when the catalog was issued.” 
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Another reader writes: “The most im- 
portant catalog of autographs from the 
James R. Osgood collection was issued by 
William Evarts Benjamin, March, 1886, 
two years after the organization of the 
Grolier Club, then doing business at 744 
Broadway, which was very much of a 
novelty for me. The price of this catalog 
was ten cents a copy, I was so much in- 
terested in the free copy which I received 
that I ordered five copies, one of which I 
am sending with this letter. With the 
organization of the Grolier Club the in- 
terest in American first editions and Amer- 
ican and English literary autographs may 
almost be said to have begun, and even 
at this time to most collectors it seemed 
hardly believable that autographs had a 
real money value.” The catalog referred 
to was No. 4 in Mr. Benjamin’s series 
and was 6 by 8% inches and contained 
36 pages. Undoubtedly this was one of 
the most important catalog that had been 
issued by a bookseller cemposed entirely 
of autographic material up to that time, 
and it is still interesting. There were 
several Dickens items ranging from $1.25 
to $75; Emerson items from 75 cents to 
$500, the latter being the price for the 
original manuscript of the famous lectures 
brought together in “Representative Men,” 
containing 790 quarto pages. Bret Harte’s 
manuscripts ranged from $5 to $75, the 
latter for ‘““T'wo Men of Sandy Bar,” in 
two volumes of about 125 pages each 
bound in half brown morocco. The com- 
plete autograph manuscript of Oliver 
Wendell Holmes’s ‘““The Professor at the 
Breakfast Table,” 448 quarto pages, was 
priced at $300; “The Autocrat of the 
Breakfast Table,” not quite complete as 
the preface was lacking, $325. “The manu- 
script of the “Autocrat” was purchased 
many years after by J. Pierpont Morgan 
and it was said at the time that he paid 
$10,000 for it. There was a long list of 
A. L. S. of Longfellow ranging from $2.50 
to $4.00. A specially printed proof of 
“‘Keramos’ with annotations and sugges- 
tions for illustrations in the handwriting 
of the poet was priced $6.50. A collec- 
tion of the “Literary Remains” of John 
Howard Payne, author of “Home, Sweet 
Home,” comprising the original manuscript 
of “Woman's Revenge,” originally played 


in this city; a “Diary” which he carried 
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from Paris to Tunis; a fragment of poetic 
fancies; three notes in the handwriting of 
Mrs. Shelley, the first edition of Payne’s 
“Juvenile Poems,” 1813, and letters by 
Payne and to him, altogether are listed at 
$55. There are several hundred A. L. S. 
of American and English authors and 
statesmen priced from 35 cents to $2, and 
Presidents’ and Signers’ signatures ranging 
from 35 cents to $1. This catalog was 
issued 42 years ago and it would be il- 
luminating to trace some of these items 
thru booksellers’ and auction catalogs into 
great collections giving the final prices 
paid for them if space permitted. This 
autograph catalog, like the catalog of 
American first editions issued by Leon & 
Brother, a year earlier, is a landmark in 
American booksellers’ bibliography. 


Al the recent Commencement exercises 

the University of Michigan bestowed 
the honorary degree of master of arts on 
a bookseller of this city in the following 
citation made by Professor John G. Win- 
ers 

“Master of Arts: Lathrop Colgate 
Harper, an expert and scholarly bibliog- 
rapher, who for many years has rendered 
discriminating and priceless service to col- 
lectors and universities in their pursuits of 
rare material. Untiring in his search for 
unique possessions, he has helped, in no 
small measure, to build up notable collec- 
tions of Americana, including the one 
which gives to Michigan a special distinc- 
tion and renown. With high appreciation 
of his exacting standards and his eminence 
in his chosen field, the university now wel- 
comes him among her alumni.” 

No honorary degree was ever more de- 
served, and no university ever had better 
reasons for giving it. The William L. 
Clement’s Library is a monument not only 
to the man who gave it to Michigan Uni- 
versity, but also to the collector-bookseller 
who brought it together.

INCE I was last on the Rhine, the 

Woolworth Tower has risen to 

dwarf every giant building re-visited, 
and I was almost afraid to risk its effect 
upon Cologne Cathedral. For since my 
twenties, the word height has meant stand- 
ing before those towers—at whose very 
foot you are shot out by the most dramatic 
railway-station in Europe—and gazing up, 
up to where they pierced rather than 
scraped the sky. It is, therefore, with some 
personal satisfaction that I report Cologne 
Cathedral still holding its own against the 
five-and-ten—especially if you come in by 
the midnight train and prowl around the 
vast incredible bulk looming out of the 
moonlight. Then you turn in until, if you 
are at the Dom or the Reichshof, a chime 
of tenor bells sprinkles a tune over you 
trom somewhere just south of the sky, 
when, if you are wise, you will make haste 
to rise and cross the Rhine, where a new 
tower rises to mark the International Press 
Exhibition, ““Pressa,” now in progress. 

I never thought I should advise my coun- 
trymen traveling abroad to revise their 
schedules, if necessary, to take in an expo- 
sition. I avoided them for many a year. 
| had thought their usefulness long since 
past—and so it is for world’s fairs on the 
model of the Crystal Palace, the Centen- 
nial and Chicago. Both England and the 
United States lately learned at some ex- 
pense that the successes of such enterprises 
could not now be repeated. But an expo- 
sition built around an idea is another mat- 
ter. If this idea is a vital force in the life 
of today, and being developed in every Civi- 
zed country according to that country’s 
conditions and in its distinctive spirit, there 


is nothing more suggestive and valuable to 
the world than a world clearing-house of 
experience in these developments. - Such 
was the Exposition of Decorative Arts at 
Paris in 1925, to which I went languidly, 
being in town at the time, and from which 
1 was with difficulty drawn away. Every 
country in Europe had something to dis- 
play to show what it was doing in the arts 
of decoration; every corner crackled with 
experiments in color, line and mass: dart- 
ing from one to another were buyers and 
sightseers gathering samples and impres- 
sions. A show never registered more 
rapidly in foreign lands: I returned to 
New York while it was still going on, 
and as I drove up Fifth Avenue I thought 
it had been moved into our shop-windows. 

But the arts then shown at Paris—and 
being shown there in the same fascinating 
fashion this year—are in the main those 
used in decorating Ja femme, and after 
all, the world could manage to get on 
without these embellishments, engrossing 
as they sometimes seem to be. But the 
world could not get on at all without the 
press—not the world into which we were 
born. That is one reason why this 
“Pressa” is the most important of the 
world’s fairs of the new type—the other 
being that it is worthy of its subject. 
That is why any traveling American inter- 
ested in the products of the printing press, 
or in the conditions under which news is 
gathered and sent out, or in printing, 
paper, or the machinery that now produces 
or distributes either, in the education of 
the printers, illustrators and journalists of 
the future, or in the cultural and ethical 
position of the printing industry in Eu- 


eer 
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rope and America today, should at least be 
told about “Pressa” and nudged in its di- 
rection. 

We need sometimes to be shaken out of 
our own newspapers. We fit into them 
as into nothing else on earth. It takes a 
long time for an American to learn to 
open a London morning paper in the 
middle to get at the news, and not a few 
of us are like an old friend who told me 
her friends died in-the Herald. Here one 
sees all the newspapers of the world—in- 
cluding Continental giants of circulations 
that manage to get into the millions with- 
out our knowing anything about them— 
dailies as different as De Telegraaf and 
the Christian Science Monitor, illustrated 
magazines, the religious press, each with 
an exhibit of all its activities showing its 
country as in no other way a stranger 
could see it. Here are demonstrations of 
every method: of transmitting ideas: pho- 
tographs and moving pictures sent for you 
by wireless, radio and cable stations and 
post offices operating open to inspection, 
electric maps lighting the course of the 
word across the globe, and countless de- 
vices for putting all this information into 
graphic form, for the press being by its 
very nature a world-affair, something like 
a common language must be arranged to 
make everything clear to everybody; and 
pictures and symbols go a long way toward 
that. Advertising appears in every form 
known to man, from the most economically 
condensed want-ad to the latest artistic 
appeal to hang on the walls. You may 
spend all your time in the halls for print- 
ing-machinery, where I spent a good part 
of mine watching this unbelievable new 
Lanston Monotype “jobber” chugging 
away under its breath, competently turning 
out slugs six feet long with letters large 
enough for the largest poster. 

Or you may go in for fine printing, in 
which case I advise you to spend your first 
day in the German section. For here, 
beyond a doubt, the most refreshing and 
exciting exhibits appear, the very air in 
Germany being now explosive with creative 
energy in the arts and crafts. This is not 
to say, however, that they have by any 
means all there is. Almost every country 
exhibits; a hemicycle of national buildings 
beyond the general exposition halls opens 
upon a park with bands playing beyond 
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fountains. On the day of the opening 
every printer and publisher in Central 
Europe must have been there; I did not 
know there were so many silk hats left in 
the world, for even in Threadneedle Street 
the topper tends to disappear. On this day 
the American exhibit was not quite ready 
to open, but enough was in place to see 
that the Chicago Tribune was showing, 
the New York Times and the New York 
Herald-Tribune, the International News 
Service and all our Schools of Journalism. 
There was no general exhibit of American 
printing but two well-known printers had 
made a private showing—John Henry 
Nash of San Francisco and the house of 
William Edwin Rudge. 

Next door in the English building the 
Newspaper Proprietors’ Association was 
putting the last touches on 500 square feet 
of space with an historical exhibition show- 
ing the progress of printing and the Press 
in Great Britain, beginning with a speci- 
men of the Caxton Indulgence, 1476, 
and including examples of the finest 
presses in England today. The Dutch ex- 
hibit will be a surprise to many an Ameri- 
can; Norway has a huge relief map with 
lights winking from one centre of com- 
munication to another; Austria has put the 
pick of her museums on show; on the other 
horn of the half-moon from us the Soviets 
set out a curious exhibit, largely in sym- 
bols, diagrams and puppets, of what has 
been and what is struggling to be; its walls 
are lined with huge enlarged portraits of 
crowds, anonymous and vaguely sinister. 
Everywhere, especially in the sections for 
Central Europe, you see youth being en- 
couraged, in prizes and contests, to put its 
fresh vision and young blood into press 
design, illustration and general invention. 

There is of course no possibility of giving 
in this space anything like a description 
of the whole effort in “Pressa,” but two of 
its features at once impress the thoughtful 
observer. The first is the architecture: the 
second, the arrangement. For two or more 
years the city of Cologne and a host of com- 
mittees from here and elsewhere have been 
preoccupied with “Pressa,” and now it has 
risen less an aggregation than an organism. 
The buildings have unity and purpose, and 
in consequence the beauty that comes from 
these. They are of brick and concrete, but, 
as everything in this new Germany,

concrete and brick are used as and*-for 
themselves, as if stone or wood had never 
existed. This forthright acceptance of mod- 
ern means of architectural expression has 
given a sincerity to Germany’s newest 
buildings vastly refreshing’ after the years 
of pseudo-classie and quasi-baroque experi- 
mentation that preceded the war. You may 
see more of this if you go on for an hour 
further north to Dusseldorf, attend the Art 
Exposition and dine in the most beautiful 
restaurant building in Europe. You may 
dine, however, in the newest and next most 
lovely one in “Pressa” itself, on the river. 
Building in Europe 

The second feature, the arrangement, is 
like that of a good anthology, which should 
make it possible to begin at any poem and 
find in it something that — naturally 
leads into reading the next. From one stand 
to another the visitor thus moves without 
a sense of break, whether he go from right 
to left, down this corridor or up that. An- 
other result is that he remembers what’ he 
sees, as one recalls a logically arranged 
speech when a discursive one’is forgotten.

As forthe crowd in attendance, it was 
too early when I was there to see whether 
it would be as international as the exhibits. 
The rain was falling on that day, and the 
Three Ice Saints who preside over their 
dates around the tenth of May in this part 
of Europe were doing their best to congeal 
it as it fell. Now that this grasping trio— 
for they laid hold on most of the month and 
all of the Continent—have: loosed their 
grip, and summer is sending its usual 
crowds to register at the American Express 
Company, a steadily increasing throng is 
bound to follow the brilliant Pressa posters 
on the walls ofthe steamship companies, 
and find itself in Cologne. The long. list 
of congresses and conferences announced to 
succeed each other thru the months until 
its close in October, will gather attendance 
from many cities beside those in Germany 
and Austria. That this is the hope of the 
sponsors there can be no doubt. It is ex- 
pressed in the almost touching determina-

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oaper with my name on it as one of the 
editors, and with a German vocabulary that 
vives way sharply on any unaccustomed 
strain—the strain to which it is accustomed 
soing no further than Heine and how to 
order Johannisberger. On the opening 
morning before the public was admitted I 
had but to state my case to a young man 
beside the portal with an anxious and ben- 
evolent eye and three languages, and he 
not only passed me thru the main entrance 
but sent word ahead to get me past the in- 
ner guards. At least five times that morn- 
ing I went thru what I believed to be a 
door into some inner court and found my- 
self somewhere on the outside, to begin all 
over again, and every time someone lis- 
tened to my halting German explanations 
and managed somehow to get me around 
into the proper channel without apparent 
irritation. They are taking pains, infinite 
pains, to give visitors, especially from across 
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the Channel or the ocean, so good a time 
that they will tell the folks at home what 
a good time they had. 

On the first night everyone went to the 
feast in the mediaeval banqueting-hall over 
the Rhine, and in one of the many speeches 


‘with which the dishes were garnished Am- 


bassador Schurmann said it was significant 
that just across from the cathedral tower 
that was five centuries in building there 
had sprung up, one might say in a night, 
the Pressaturm, builded beautiful and true. 
The press must do its work over night and 
work for the hour, but there must be at 
the back of its brain some vision of per- 
manence of ideals and of a slowly-growing 
culture, and one of these must correct and 
condition the other. So, after all, I find 
that there has come a change over Cologne 
Cathedral since last I saw it. It is now not 
the only pinnacle on the horizon that 
stands for a world-hope.

Field 


To Issue Pegasus Press Publications 


HE broad field of art publication and 

fine printing is to be entered on a 

large scale by Harcourt, Brace & 
Company by arrangement just completed 
with the Pegasus Press of Paris, an organi- 
zation that will publish books in several 
countries and in several languages. A spe- 
cial department in the Harcourt office is 
being worked out in charge of Raymond 
Everitt, who has gone abroad to make a 
first hand study of the production plans. 
The contacts with the bookstores, thru 
whom the public is to be reached, are being 
carefully prepared for the fall, when the 
books will begin to arrive. 

The program of the Press includes sev- 
eral major divisions, one being the Pan- 
theon Series, which will present, by the 
nest reproductive processes and with text 
by accepted authorities, the art treasures of 
Lurope. Among the volumes are “English 
Mediaeval Painting” by Tancred Borenius 
and E. W. Tristram, “English Illumina- 


tion” by O. Elfrida Saunders, “Spanish 
Romanesque Sculpture” by A. Kingsley 
Porter, etc. 

The second division will take on special 
interest because of its relation to the his- 
tory and bibliography of printing and 
books. There will be volumes on various 
aspects of paper-making, book binding, book 
illustration, etc., including, for example, 
“Italian Writing Books of the Sixteenth 
Century” with an introduction by Stanley 
Morison and fifty illustrations, “Seven- 
teenth Century French Specimen Book.” 
“The Italian Book, Its History and Its 
Place in History” and there will be many 
others of similar character. Each will run 
to two or three volumes. The third type 
of undertaking is “Monumenta Cata- 
loniae,” a series of volumes devoted to a 
well-defined branch of Spanish art in a spe- 
cial field which has been too little studied. 

The fourth division of the program in- 
cludes the Bodoni edition, a series of

Books valued in the originals at over 
4 million dollars may be had in facsimile 
for about $250. The generosity of our 
rare book collectors in allowing their 
treasures to be reproduced in facsimile or 
in reprints has made accessible to students 
some very valuable bibliographic material. 
Public institutions are beginning to follow 
the good example of private owners and 
are reproducing their great rarities, which 
have often hitherto been difficult of access. 
There is now an abundance of facsimiles 
and reprints to be had for comparatively 
small cost. Indeed a million dollar library 
can be had in replica when it could not 
be had at all in the original, for the origi- 
nals will probably never be offered for sale. 

Copies of rare books coming from the 
press today are in many instances so like 
the originals as to involve a real danger of 
fraud. R. W. Chapman who printed the 
Oxford facsimiles has confessed that he 
is not unaware of what evil uses unscru- 
pulous persons may make of them. He has 
said that his facsimile of Gray’s Eton Ode 
may some day very conceivably be taken 
out of its wrapper and reduced to a plaus- 
ibly shabby condition and vended as an 
uncut original. To make things difficult 
he has printed on the verso of each title 
page a statement of the facts. Thomas J. 
Wise in his facsimiles has used a dated 
watermark in the paper to the same end of 
Irustrating fraud. 

While facsimiles may be so good as to 
lead to base uses this does not lessen their 
great value for legitimate purposes. They 
make possible the repair of very rare books 
from which pages are missing. ‘The sub- 
stitution of a facsimile page for a lost page 
is a practice that greatly enhances the use 
it not the value of an imperfect copy. 

_ Another great service rendered by fac- 
smiles is their vicarious use. They in- 
stead of the originals are worn out. So 


|: is possible at the present day to have 


many people treat books as an osteopath 
might that to pass around from hand to 
hand a Kilmarnock Burns or a First Folio 
Shakespeare is to shorten the book’s life if 
not the owner’s. For that reason every 
rare book collector keeps facsimiles on hand 
for exhibition purposes, and who shall say 
how often the counterfeit passes for legal 
tender? 

In the instruction of students in bibli- 
ography in our colleges there is no method 
more practical than the use of facsimiles. 
Let them learn the “‘points” from the dupli- 
cate. They will then know what to look 
for in the original. 

Facsimiles are usually of two kinds, the 
type facsimile and the photographic. The 
type facsimile is an imitation of the origi- 
nal made by the printer with fountface, 
paper, margins, illustrations, pagination, 
binding, etc., as near to those of the origi- 
nal as possible. The photographic fac- 
simile is a reproduction done by means of 
photography, a picture being taken of every 
page of the original. 

The type facsimile is approximate, the 
photographic is identical. But while the 
photographic is more accurate it is less 
legible. Type facsimiles do not claim to 
reproduce all defects, such as battered let- 
ters and cracked ornaments. ‘They make 
the same obvious mistakes as the original 
made and retain all the identifying points, 
but they sometimes cannot help printing it 
a little better than it was printed in the 
beginning. The photographic facsimile, of 
course, changes nothing but it could never 
pass counterfeit for the original as the type 
facsimile might. 

Manuscript facsimiles are necessarily 
photographic. Two recent ones are of 
especial interest. Doran’s issue in facsimile 
of the manuscript of Arnold Bennett’s 
“Old Wives’ Tale” is a great curiosity. 
The original was entirely in holograph and 
hand printed thruout rather than hand 
written. The marvelous legibility of the 
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microscopic characters and their continued 
evenness over a length of 500 pages make 
the book a wonder and delight. Brentano’s 
did a fine piece of work in the facsimile 
of the complete manuscript of Lamb’s 
essay of “Dream Children.” Elia’s hand- 
writing makes easy reading and in his 
erasures and corrections we seem to be 
hearing him think aloud. 

The reproduction of old books in “re- 
prints,’ such as those available in the 
Tudor and Stuart Library (Oxford), is 
an exact repetition of the text without 
being in any way a facsimile. These re- 
prints are examples of “period printing.” 
The matter of the original is reproduced 
exactly but the manner is approximate of 
the period rather than of the original. They 
are printed from types dating from 1660 
and they are bound and stamped in styles 
“contemporary with the contents.” The 
Tudor reprints include such an interesting 
reproduction as Browne’s “Religio Medici” 
done in exact reprint of the text of the 
first authorized edition at the special re- 
quest of Sir William Osler. 

Collotype facsimile being in color is the 
most costly of all forms of reproduction. 
William Blake’s handpainted pages cannot 
be reproduced in anything but collotype. 
The Blake facsimiles of Dutton, Harvard, 
Payson, Random House and Minton, Balch 
are slightly more expensive but they are 
among the most beautiful ever made. 

The making of photographic facsimiles 
goes on every day in a large library by 
means of the photostat. The New York 
Public Library made as many as 59,528 
prints of manuscripts, early printed books, 
first editions, periodicals, newspapers, maps, 
music, family trees, coats of arms, patents, 
diagrams, illustrations, and portraits. This 
service in libraries is increasing in leaps 
and bounds because of the great saving in

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time and in cost. When an absolutely ac- 
curate copy of a printed page may be had 
for twenty or thirty cents according to the 
size of the page, the labor of copying in 
long hand, or even by typewriter, does not 
pay. A photostat copy, moreover, is free 
from the errors and omissions to which the 
most careful copyist is liable. A pamphlet 
on the Photostat by Charles F. McCombs 
is published by the New York Public Li- 
brary for 15 cents. 

The Library of Congress on January 1, 
1928, issued the first printed L.C. cards 
of facsimiles to be found in the larger li- 
braries of the United States. This new 
service was in response to an appeal from 
the Committee on Photographic Reproduc- 
tion in the American Bibliographical So- 
ciety. About forty libraries have agreed 
to supply to the Library of Congress en- 
tries of photographic copies of books and 
manuscripts in their possession, to be 
printed by the Library of Congress. 

The first instalment of cards is ready.

EITHER wholly old nor wholly new, as is 
true of most types of great usefulness, Gran- 
jon is something between an original creation 
and a copy of a classic face. Its basic design 
was drawn from classic sources, but there was 
no hesitancy in deviating from the model 


where four centuries of type-cutting experience indicated an im- 
provement, and when modern methods of punch-cutting made 
possible a refinement beyond the skill and equipment of the six- 


teenth century originator. 


A printer — one of the great printers of this generation — 


needed a type. He needed a type to meet his 
own exacting requirements for book and 
publication work of the highest order. Be- 
ing a man who spared no pains to achieve 
his end, he resolved on the creation of a type 
that he could use with complete satisfaction. 
Of this type, named Granjon as a compli- 
ment to a great typefounder and printer, 
The Fleuron has said: It is “‘a book face 
worthy to rank with Caslon for usefulness, 
with Centaur for beauty; sharp enough for 
publicity, clear enough for a dictionary.”

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creased astonishingly, and to meet the com- 
petition, American founders have cut one 
after another letter of bizarre design. Now 
we are in the midst of a veritable orgy of 
weird types. So numerous are these faces 
that it is difficult even to keep abreast of 
the day in identifying them. Sometimes 
we feel almost overwhelmed by their multi- 
plicity and eccentricity. 

“‘What we now call, for want of a bet- 
ter term, ‘modern’ or ‘modernistic’ typog- 
raphy originated principally in Austria and 
Germany and signs of it began to appear 
on the horizon quite a few years ago in 
Vienna and Berlin, and, later, in Paris. It 
might be pointed out, however, that move- 
ments in typography are invariably a phase 
of larger movements in the arts and crafts. 
It is easy to identify the period of a book 
by its typography. It is equally easy to do 
a piece of period typography, just as a 
decorator might do a period house. It has 
been very interesting to me to note how 
closely “‘modern” typography is allied to 
the ‘“‘modern’”’ interior decoration that pre- 
ceded it slightly in origin, tho typography 
is more mobile, and the new typographic 
movement reached us somewhat ahead of 
the new movement in decoration.”

Tim first commercial paper made 


from the pulp of cornstalks is to be 

seen in George M. Rommel’s book 
“Farm Products in Industry,” to be pub- 
lished July 25th by Rae D. Henkle Com- 
pany. The paper, made by The Cornstalk 
Products Company, of Danville, Lllinois, 
‘; manufactured by much the same proc- 
esses used in the present making of wood- 
pulp paper, and the finished product is 
claimed to be superior to wood-pulp paper 
in tensile strength as well as other respects. 
Its printing qualities are equal to wood- 
pulp paper, according to the manufacturers 
of both the paper and the book. 

At the present time production is limited 
to about ten tons daily, but the installation 
of additional machinery is soon to enlarge 
the plant capacity many times. Further 
details concerning this paper should soon 
be available. 

The binding for a limited edition of 499 
copies of “Farm Products in Industry’ is 
made from cottonseed hulls, and resembles 
a good grade of imitation leather. 

Some time ago as an experiment the gov- 
ernment used a very small quantity of pa- 
pers made from cane stalks and corn 
stalks. It is believed, however, that Mr. 
Rommel’s book, which is also the first book 
written on the subject of utilizing farm 
waste in manufacturing industries, repre- 
sents the first commercial use of this unique 
paper.

Double thick cover is nothing but two 
thicknesses of single thick cover pasted to- 
gether on a pasting machine. In pasting, 
the wire sides of two rolls of paper are 
brought in contact with the paste, leaving 
the two felt sides as top and bottom of the 
finished double thick sheet.

If the same watermarked paper is 
made by the mill in wove and laid, the mill 
has two dandy rolls. While the wove is 
running, the dandy roll with only the name 
of the paper is down on the paper. To 
change to the laid, this dandy roll is lifted 
away and a laid dandy carrying both the 
name of the paper and the chain marks is 
put on the machine.
